WOULD SECURE RIGHTS

Greencastle, Pa., July 11.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Warning 
against recognition of the new 
Mexican government was given the 
administration today by Henry P. 
Fletcher, former ambassadvur to 
Mexico. 

In a letter to Bainbridge Colby, 
secretary of state, he urged that in 
no case should the recognition of 
the de la Huerta regime be other 
than that of a de’'facto character, 
with the understanding that even 
this would be withdrawn should 
subsequent events prove that it 
was prematurely extended. 

Mr. Fletcher’s letter resulted 
from negotiations now in progress 
t between the — © department anc 
Dr. Iglesias € ..ueron, Mexican high 
commissioner to the United States. 
re arding recognition of the new 

nt-at Mexico City. 

Dr. Iglesias Calderon has assured 
the American government of the 
desire of the new regime to live up 
to .the obligations of a government, 
but Mr. Fletcher in_his letter sug- 
gested that before any recognition 
was extended an informal agree- 
ment be made with the Mexican 
authorities that American citizens 
would not be deprived of their 
property rights without compensa- 
tion, and that such property as 
they were deprived of during the 
Carranza regime without compen- 
sation would be returned to them, 

Letter to Colby. 

Mr. Fletcher was the American 
ambassador to Mexico during the 
Carranza administration, but re- 
Signed several months ago because 
of a disagreement with the Amer- 
ican government's policy toward 
Mexico. His letter to Secretary 
Colby follows: ; 

“In my capacity as a private cit- 
-izen Interested in good relations 
between the United States and 
Mexico may I suggest for such con- 
siderations as they may deserve 
the following regarding the recog- 
} nition of. the new government of 
Mexico: 

“Without animadverting to past 
difficulties and with a view to 
avoiding a reptition bf them I 
would respectfu fly suggest: 

“First—That the United~- States 
should not recognize the new gov- 
ernment of Mexico until it is reas- 
onably clear that said government? 
is not only willing, but able to re- 
gard the fundamental duties of a 
government, i. e.. to maintain law 


and order and to afford adequate 
protection to the lives and inter- 
ests of foreigners in Mexcio. 

“Second—That the new regime 
should be recognized, if at all.

recognition. was provisional and 
would be withdrawn if it should 
subsequently prove to have been 
prematurely extended.

Passes Away in Madrid _| 


FORMER EMPRESS EUGENIA. 


Madrid, July 11.—The former Em- 
press Eugenie, of France, died here 
this morning. 

Death occurred shortly before 8 
o'clock from acute intestinal inflam- 
mation. She passed away quietly 


in the presence only of her lady-in- 
waiting. Her nephew, teh Duke of 


Alba, at whose residence she died, 
was in France .and the other mem- 
bers of the family weer absent . 

Empress Eugenie had long suf- 
fered from opthalmia, and had been 
operated on for cataract. Full im- 
perial honors will be accorded at her 
funeral. 

Preparations are under way for 
the opening of Empress Eugenie’s 
will. The only member of the fam- 
ily now in Madrid is a niece. / 

The death of the empress is not 
yet known genéfally in Madrid, 
owing to the «bai Sunday rest 
law. 


Eugenie Marie de weaihiaae fors 
mer empress of France, Was born 


in Granda, Andalisia, Spath, May 5. iF 


1826.. She was the secénd daugh- 
ter of Count ManueT#ernandez de 
Montijo, Guke of Peneranda, ‘and 
Maria Manuela Kirkpatrick, of 
Closeburn, Dumfriesshire, Scotland. 
Her maternal grandfather was Wil- 
iam Kirkpatrick, United States con- 
sul at Malaga, who was a native of 
Scotland, but a nationalized Amer-, 
ican. 

The former empress was educated 
in France, Spain and England, and 
traveled extensively with her 
mother on the European continent. 
She met her husband, Emperor Na- 
poleon IIl., first in 1851, and mar- 
ried him in Notre Dame cathedral, 
Paris, January .30, 1853. Prince 


| Napoleon, her only son, who was 

i prince imperial, was born March 

6 6. 

The empress had great influence 
over her husband, and on several 
occasions acted as regent dyring 
the absence of the emperor when 
he was traveling or was with his 
army in the field. This was in 1859, 
1865 and 1870, the latter date dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war. 


At the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war there were many 
persons who accused Eugenie of 


having been responsible for the 
coimmencemert of hostilities. Later 
her enemies, and they were numer- 
ous, used to say that she was the 
cause of all the calamities which 
befell] her. Nevertheless, the one- 
time empress from the public gen- 
erally received respectful . sympa- 
thy, and even after her beauty had 
faded and old age crept upon her 
she was reverently greeted by thise 
who saw her seated in ‘the parks 
of Paris. enjoying the warm sun- 
shine and talking with the children 
playing nearby.

Charles Stephens, of Bris- 
tol, England, Killed 
When Barrel Is Smashed 
on Rocks at the Foot of 
Horseshoe Falls. 


Niagara Fallf N. Y., ‘July 11.— 
Charles G. Stephens, of Bristol, Eng-. 
land, was killed today when he went 
over the Horseshoe falls in a bar-’ 
rel. The cask in which he: made’ 
the trip though ‘built of stout Rus- 
sian oak staves and bound with 
steel hoops, was smashed like an, 
eggx shell on the jagged rocks at 
the base of the cataract. Pieces 
of the barrel were picked up near 
the bank on the Canadian side, but 
Stephen’s body has not been recov- 
ered. River men gay that it may 
not come to the surface for a week 
or ten days. 

Stephens was ‘tifty- eight years old 
and has a wife and elev en children 
in Bristol, where he was a barter. 
He served three years in France 
with the British army. He had 
planned to make a lecture tour of 
England if his trip was successful.

Bobby Leach; Who went over the 
Horseshoe falls in 1@1], told Steph- 
ens before he started that his trip 
would be:a failure. Leach predict- 
ed that the barrel would not with- 
stand the drop of 158 feet, but 
Stephens refused to be dissuaded 
from the venture. Leach was among 
the spectators who watched the 
start of Stephens’ fatal trip. 

Few knew that Stephens was to 
make the trip today and when the 
barrel was towed out into the river 
on the Canadian side, two miles 
above the falis, there were only a 
dozen on hand to watch. It was 
8:15 o'clock in the morning when 
Stephens was. cast adrift. Early 
sightseers on’ Goat Island saw the 
barrel bobbing up and down in the 
tumbling reaches of the upper rap- 
ids, but none -f them knew that it 
carried a man. about to defy the 
cataract.

Mr. Hays later left for New 
York, where he plans to spend the 
week conferring with republican 
leaders. 

This was the first time Mr. Hays 
had seen the republican nominee 
since the latter’s return home from 
Washington, and they took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to discus 
general campaign matters. 

Mr. Hays arrived in Marion at an 
early hour, and, reaching the Har- 
ding home before the senator had 
arisen for the day. While breakfast 
was being prepared Mr. Hays visit- 
ed the Administration building next 
door to the Harding home, where he 
dictated to his secretary personal 


| mail until called by the senator. 


Joined by Mr. Hays, Senator and 
Mrs. Harding attended services at 


the Trinity Baptist church. 

With the close of the services, a 
reception lasting nearly thirty min- 
utes, during which members of the 
congregation filed by the pulpit and 
shook hands with Senator and Mrs. 


Harding as well as Mr. Hays. A 
large crowd greeted him as he left 
the church to enter his automobile. 

On their returr home from church 
the Hardings were joined at dinner 
by Mr. Hays and Mr. Daugherty, 
after which a conference followed 
between the senator and the other 
two. Later Mr. Hays issued a state- 
ment in which he expressed his de- 
light over the tact he had been able 
to spend Sunday with the senator 
and the cordial reception extended 
the nominee by members of the 
church congregation. " 

“It has been inevitable. of course, 
that we have discussed some phases 
cf the political situation during our 
visit,” Mr. Hays added. “I can only 
Say that every day more and moré I 
congratulate the party and the 
country on Senator Harding’s nomi- 
nation.” 

Aside from conferences scheduled 
for tomorrow, Senator Harding an- 
nounced tonight he would see no 
callers from then on until he had 
completed his speech of acceptance 
and that only one conference in- 
stead of two with the newspaper 
correspondents would be held daily 
during that time. He said he hoped 
to finish his speech this week. 
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Torture Brother 


Of Former Kaiser 


Berlin, July 11.—An almost in- 
credible story of the ill treatment 
of the former German emperor's 
brother, Prince Henry. of Prussia, 
by a riotous. gang of field laborers, 
is told by The Ost Pruessische Zei- 
tung. which asserts that’ it had 
the inforrffation direct from Prince 
Henry’s family circle. 

According to the informant, some 
time ago a gang of sixty men lied 
by a private in a hussar’s uniform 
and wearing a big red rosette, in- 
vaded ‘the Hemmelmark estate, 
Prince Henry’s Schlesweig-Holstein 
country seat, on the pretext of 
searching for hidden arnis. The in- 
vaders turned the place inside out, 
but found no arms. Then the lead- 
er said to the prince: “Come, Hen- 
ry.” whereupon Prince Henry waa 
made to run the gauntlet, suffer- 
ing innumerable kicks and blows. 
Afterward he was locked up in a 
jail at Berckensferde, where he was 
tortured nightly. He was awaken- 
ed every ten minutes with: “Get 
up, Henry; turn on the light. Lie 
down, Henry,” amid jeers and in- 
sults from his captors. 

Many other hlesweig-Holstein 
landowners have been the victims 
of assault and ill treatment by 
armed gangs. 


CONTRACTORS TAKE 
BONDS IN PAYMENT 


Anniston, Ala. July 11.— (Spe- 
cial.)—Work on paving Noble street 
is expected to be started not iater 
than August 1 as the result of an 
arrangement made by the city coun- 
cil with the Morgan Paving com- 
pany, of Birmingham, whereby. the 
company will accept at par value 
bonds issued by the city in payment 
for paving the street. Only one 
technicality is to be observed be- 
fore the work is begun, that of 
passing on the legality of the bond 
issue. 

Bonds for this work were issued 
some time ago, but so far no pur- 
chaser has been found for them, so 
it was decided by the council to ac- 
cept an offer of the Birmingham 
company to handle the securities. 
Thirteen blocks are to be paved on 
Noble street at a cost of approxi- 
mately $130,009.

Fermentative diarrheoea 1 ®x- 
lained in my last chapter. When it 
s unusually seyere, or not intelli- 
gently treated at the outset ag 
explained, the baby is likely to be- 
come very wéak, and then the con- 
dition is called “cholera infantum,” 
because tthe aspect of the baby— 
sunken eyes, shrivelled flesh and 
wrinkled skin (all_from excessive 
loss of water)—resembles that of 
Asiatic cholera. Another term. for 
it is alimentary intoxication. There 
are ten to twenty watery stools in 
the day, perhaps considerable mucus 
(“slime”) at first, perhaps greenish 
at fir&S8t (though the greenish color 
is insignificant in any case), the 
baby becomes prostarated, dull of 
mind, the breathing deep and sigh- 
ing, the body temperature fal e- 
low normal, though ag first ete 
is usually fever. 

Prevention.—The prevention of 
fermentative diarrhoea and conse- 
quently of cholera infantum has al- 
ready been described in this and 
the foregoing chapter. The impor- 
tant thing is to Aan day pure, clean, 
fresh milk and keep the milk well 
cooled from dairy to baby. In very 
hot weather boil the milk five min- 
utes. And always gine the baby all 
the cool water he desires. , 

Theatment.—The treatment of 
fermentative diarrhoea was  de- 
scribed in thd foregoing chapter, It 
is unwise to give, any purge in 
cholera infantum—the child’s lifé is 
already endangered by. excessive 
purging. Castor oj] is the ideal 
first aid for ordinary diarrhoea be- 
caue it sweeps out Irritants, then 
binds the bowel; but only as first 
aid. If the mode of first aid treat- 
ment I described in the foregoing 
chapter for fermentative diarrhoea 
fails to control the trouble in 
twelve hours, then the condititn is 
serious enough to warrant immedi- 
ate medical attention in every in- 
stance, or preferably. hospital care. 


Oldest ‘ DevilDog’ 
Is Leaving Service 


At the Age of 82 


Washington, July 11.—After 65 

Vears in the government service, 45 
of which have been spent in the 
quartermaster’s department of the 
marine corps, Henry J. Wylie, civil 
war veteran and boasting ancestors 
in both the revolutionary war and 
that of 1812, will retire from active 
duty on August 20, a little :more 
than a month prior to his 82d birth- 
day. -* 
“The oldest devil-dog,” as Wylie 
has been termed, was born in Pitts- 
field, Mass., September 27, 1838. His 
maternal grandfather,. a Colonel 
Tracey, of the continental forces, 
was seriously wounded at Bunker 
Hill, and his ‘paternal grandfather, 
John Wrylie,, was a captain in the 
Coming of such fight- 
ing, stock, Wylie gave ug’ a position 
in the stal serviee, which he en- 
tered when only 17 yéars ald, to en- 
list in 1861 in the 48th Massachu- 
Setts infantry, and gaw action at 
the battle.of Plains Store, La., the. 
two assaults on Fort Hudson, 
Louisiana,-and the battle of Don- 
aldsonville in the same state. A 
testimonial presented to him by the 
governor of Massachusetts bears 
witness to his conspicuous services 
in the war. 

In September, 1863, upon the mus- 
tering out of his regiment, Wylie 
was appointed to a clerkship in the 
ordnance department at the Wash- 
ington navy yard, leaving in 1875 
to join the marine corps, which body 
he has-served in ever since. During 
his stay with the “leathernecks” he 
nas had the distinction of adminis- 
tering the oath of office to five of 
the corps commandants. He recent- 
ly swore in the new head of the 
corps, Major General John A. Le- 
june. . 
» Despite his age, Wylie still main- 


‘tains his military carriage, is of ac- 


tive tendencies and cheerful dispo- 
sition, and retirement or no retire- 
ment in view, ready to follow the 
maring globe and anchor insignia 
“from the halls of Montezuma t 
the shores of Tripoli,” if eyer he 
Should be called again.

| Second Section of Big Cara- 


Chief Geologist of U. S. 
Geological Survey—Sit- 
uation, Genuinely Crit- 
ical, Must Be Met at 
Once, He Says.

Washington, July 11.—The grow- 
ing American consumption of pe- 
troleum may constitute one of the 
Sreatest menaces to the future 
prosperity of the United States and 
to its later equality of competition 
with the rest of the world, David 
White, chief. geologist of 
United States geological survey, 
declared today. 

»“The oil situation confronting 
the United States is genuinely crit- 
ical and demands the most. sober 
thought and wise but prompt ac- 
tion,” said White. “It is time to 
call a halt, and inquire whither 
we are drifting and where we shall 
end,”’ 

, White considefs 7,000,000,000 bar- 
rels as a moderate but not liberal 
estimate of the oil remaining in the 
ground in the United States. Pro- 
duction is closely approaching 400,- 
600,000 barrels annually. 

Recoverable oil in this country, 
according to conservative esti- 
mates, would probably be practi- 
cally exhausted in seventeen years 
if the 1919 rate of production coul 
be maintained, White said. A re- 
serve of 7,000,000,000 barrels, con- 
sidered a moderately liberal esti- 
mate, would disappear in eighteen 
and a half years, it is figured. 

White estimated that by 1925 the 
requirements of the petroleum in- 
dustry in this country will ap- 


the | 


proximate 650,000,000 barrels a! 
year, an increase of over 220,000,000 | 
barrels over the requirements of 
1919. 

The Remaining Oil. 

“A drain of over one-half billion 
barrels, even if the annual demand 
be not further increased, would, if 
taken from the oil fields of the 
United States, probably exhaut the 
oil resources remaining available 
in. the ground in 14 years, or in 16 
years, if we assume that our recov- 
érable oil amounts to so much as 
eight billion barrels, which seems 
improbable,” said White. “It is 
fortunate for tha country that oil 
cannot be so rapidly extracted. 

“It also seems quite improbable 
‘hat an annual production of nat- 
ural petroleum amounting to as 
much as 450,000,000 can be won in 
any year from our oil fields, the 
peak of whose production is likeiv 
to be passed by 1925. 

“We must expect, therefore, that 
unless our consumption is checked, 
we shall by 1925 be dependent on 
foreign oil fields to the extent of 
150,000,000 barrels and possibly as 
much as 200,000;000 of -crude ‘oil 
each year, except in so far as the 
situation may be by that time, per- 
haps, helped to a slight extent bv 
shale oll. 

“Add to this probability the 
other greater probability that 
within five years, or perhaps only 
three, our domestic production wf 
begin to fall off with increasing 
due to the exhaustion of 
our reserves, and it becomes evi- 
dent that except for such relief as 
come from shale oil produc- 
tion, America’s future in oil will 
yearly become more and more de- 
pendent of supplies to be brought 
from foreign fields. This we can- 
evade and must prepare for.” 

Solution Not in Sight. 

White said that prevention of 
waste, restriction of employment 
and greater efficiency in use and 
recovery of oil will give great as- 
sistance, but all combined will not 
meet the situation nor solve the 


United States must either 
re itself of sufficient oil for 

e future, or it must change its 
habits and cut down its use of oil,” 
he said. 

The present outlook makes it 
practically certain that after a 
time the United States will be buy- 
ing oil from commercial rivals in 
quantities greater than it ever sold 
to them, White said. 

“While this may be inevitable, it 
should be escaped as far as possi- 
ble,” he added. “If we are to have 
these oils as cheaply as they are 
sold in the home countries, if our 
industries, our transportation, our 
navy end our standards of living 
are to be safeguarded in advwant- 
ages aS great as those of our ri- 
vals, and if our merchant ships are 
to get their fuel oil at prices as 
low as those of opr rivals, the oil 
supplies needed must be in the con- 
trol of our own nationals. 

“Our prosperity and our. pros- 
pects must not be subject to prej- 
udicial regulations or discrimina- 
tive restriction by any foreign 
power, whether ally or enemy. Only 
by assuring control of our nation- 
ate over the oil supplies required 
by this country can the projection 
of our futrvre be guaranteed.

BOY SCOUTS REDUCE 
THE LABOR SHORTAGE 


Waycross, Ga., July 11.—(Specialy 
The Boy Scouts of Waycross have 
aided materially in a crusade against 
weeds and grass on the farms of 


Ware county, and they are com- 
mended by the farmers for their 
faithful and energetic work. The 
boys furnish their own hoes, rakes 
and garden tools and gather at 
headquarters in the Municipal build- 
ing early every morning, where they 
are inspected by Scout Executive 
Sprouse. They are conveyed in par- 
ties to nearby farms, where they 
are left to combat with the weeds 
and grass which have gained such 
headway in this section of the sttae, 
due to the undesirable weather con- 
ditions. 

In most cases the boys are fed by 
their employers, but in a few in- 
stances they carry their lunch with 
them. One prominent agriculturist, 
residing about five miles east of 
Waycross, engaged sixteen boys for 
one week, and they were placed in 
the fields along with the other help. 
The owner of the farm was highly 
pleased with thé results and with 
the exception of one or two who 
dropped out of the ranks and whosé 
places were filled by others, the 
boys worked faithfully under about 
95 degrees of temperature like “old- 
timers.” 

A number of the Scouts have earn- 
ed enough money to pay their camp- 
ing expenses at the summer camp 
to be held at St. Simons. The em- 
ployers paid wages ranging from 
$1.50.

The Hague, July 11.—The follow- 
ing decision was reached today on 
selection of judges for the perma- 
nent court of international justice 
by the, conference of jurists ap- 
pointed to draft a plan for the 
court: 

“The position of judge on the per- 

manent court of international jus- 
tice must not be assigned to any 
one discharging political duties, 
whether national or international. 
No one who is a member of a gov- 
ernment or a representative in the 
council or assembly of the league of 
nations should at the same time be 
a judge of the international court. 
Selection of a distinguished judge, 
university personage, or eminent 
ex-parliamentarian not subject to 
these disqualifications would, it is 
believed, meet with public approv- 
al. 
The conference also decided that 
the selection of judges should be 
made by the council and assembly 
of the league of nations, to which 
also was assigned the duty of filling 
any vacancies which might arise 
Judges would be appointed for a 
term of nine years, aS would those 
chosen to fill vacancies.

July _11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-One of thé largest land cases 
ever to enter courts in south Geor- 
gia bag been filed in Wayne supe- 
rior court, coming under the new 
landand registration laws of Geor- 
gia. Approximately 75,000 acres of 
Wayne county land is involved, and 
the legal battle to follow is expected 
to be a spirited one, and the case

The land involved extends over a 
broad area, and includeg that tract

excellent farm lands. 

The plaintiffs in the case are T. R. 
C. Crowel, C. D. Christ and Calvin 
C. Walkins, all of Orlando, Fla., and 
the, defendants, some three or four 
hundred in number, consist of all 
of those who claim some of the 
large tract of land. Many of them 
have large farms under operation; 
others are conductin turpentine 
farms on the land, while still others 
have saw mills and various other ih- 
dustries. Some of the owners have 
been in possession of the land for 
many years. 

Colonel R. D. Meader, of ths city, 
has been appointed special examiner 
in the case, and he will at once be- 
gin upon the duties, which, it is 
expected will take some time. He 
will examine all cases pass upon the 
question of titles; etc., and will then 
submit a report to the Wayne supe- 
rior court. Theré are a large num-

CENSORSHIP MEASURE 


Georgia Exhibitors Make 
Plans to Fight Bill Before 
House Committee. 


Independent moving picture ex- 
hibitors of Georgia gathered: in 


conference at the Piedmont hotel 
Sunday morning at 10 o’clock and 
formulated plans to oppose a bill 
which has been introduced in the 
legislature to establish a_ state 
board of censorship of movies. 
The conference was called by 
Willard P. Patterson, vice president 


of the Motion Picture Theater Own- 
ers of America, and was a mass 
meetirg of the independent exhibit- 
The meeting was 
executive, and no statement of the 
exact steps decided on was given 


out by the officials. 

It is understood, however, that 
the exhibitors will appear before 
the temperance committee of the 
legislature to which the bill has 
been reported and speak against 
a favorable report of that body.

July#20, at 2:30 o’clock. 

Speakers representing the ex- 
hibitors will claim that the pro- 
posed censorship measure, which is 
known as the Ficklen bill, is un- 
necessary, and that it will impose 
censorship fees on each reel of 
moving picture, which will prove 
oppressive.

“Noone in either race can 
become so influential that we 
should consent to allow these funda- 
mentals that havetodo with us and 
our children to disturb them. 

“The negroes of the south should 
in the 
white people, and the white people 
should, in return, trust us, for we 
were born and reared here together. 
We have sympathized with each 
other, and we have done the best we 
could in building up this country 
since 1865., : 

“The negroes have made wonder- 
ful headway in more ways, than one, 
notwithstanding our wilderness of 
ignorance just after slavery. I am
